The Evolving Future of WikiLeaks 


Leak of largest cache 
of classified files ever 
proves website’s clout 

Washington 

“WikiLeaks,” said the godfather of 
whistleblowers, Daniel Ellsberg, “has 
become the future of unauthorized 
disclosure” 

Speaking Saturday in London a 
day after the website released near- 
ly 400,000 documents, the man who 
leaked the Pentagon Papers and their 
damning history of American involve- 
ment in Vietnam a generation ago, 
expressed what is partly hope and 
partly a reflection of reality: the Inter- 
net makes it harder to keep secrets. 
But still to be determined is wheth- 
er WikiLeaks itself is that future, or 
some other website or collection of 
online organizations. 

The phenomenal rise ofWikiLeaks 
over the past six months has come at 
a price, former activists say. At least 
five people from the core group have 
left because of disagreements over the 
way Julian Assange was running the 
operation, said Herbert Snorrason, a 
25-year-old Icelandic activist. He said 
too many editorial decisions were 
being made solely by Assange, includ- 
ing to title a Baghdad video “Collat- 
eral Murder,” a move that suggested 
WikiLeaks is not neutral.

They said that this time they worked 
for months with special software to 
remove sensitive identities and spe- 
cific locations. WikiLeaks also said it 
brought in nonprofit organizations to 
help review the documents. The steps 
taken represent the maturation of the 
operation, activists said. 

“We are a small but healthy orga- 
nization,” said Kristinn Hrafnsson, 
a WikiLeaks activist. He added that 
“WikiLeaks as a one-man organiza- 
tion” is more perception than real- 
ity, which should change in com- 
ing months, and there might even 
be a physical headquarters, he said.

Obama’s health care 
law may undercut 
job-based coverage 

Washington 

The new health care law wasn’t 
supposed to undercut employ- 
er plans that have provided most 
people in the U.S. with coverage 
for generations. 

But last week a leading man- 
ufacturer told workers their costs 
will jump partly because of the law. 
Also, a Democratic governor laid out 
a scheme for employers to get out 
of health care by shifting workers 
into taxpayer-subsidized insurance 


markets that open in 2014. 

While it’s too early to proclaim 
the demise of job -based coverage, 
corporate number crunchers are 
looking at options that could lead 
to major changes. 

“The absolute certainty about the 
Affordable Care Act is that for many, 
many employers who cover millions 
of people, it increases the incen- 
tives for them to offer coverage,” 


said Jason Furman, an economic 
adviser to President Obama. 

Yet at least one major employ- 
er has shifted a greater share of 
plan costs to workers, and others 
are weighing the pros and cons of 
eventually forcing employees to 
strike out on their own. 

“I don’t think you are going to 
hear anybody publicly say, c We’ve 
made a decision to drop insurance,”’ 


said Paul Keckley, executive direc- 
tor of the Deloitte Center for Health 
Solutions. “What we are hearing in 
our meetings is, We don’t want to 
be the first one to drop benefits, 
but we would be the fast second.’ 
We are hearing that a lot.” Delo- 
itte is a major accounting and con- 
sulting firm. 

“My conclusion on all of this is 
that it is a huge roll of the dice,” 
said James Klein, president of the 
American Benefits Council, which 
represents big company benefits 
administrators. “It could work out 
well and build on the employer- 
based system, or it could begin to 
dismantle the employer-based sys- 
tem.”

Netanyahu urges 
Palestinians to push 
forward with talks 

Jerusalem 

Israel’s prime minister on Sunday 
urged the Palestinians to avoid uni- 
lateral action and resume peace 
talks, a reflection of growing con- 
cern that the Palestinian leadership 
may be inching toward a “Plan B” 
in which it seeks international rec- 
ognition of an independent state 
without Israeli agreement. 

Talks have stalled, just weeks 
after their launch, following Israel’s 
decision to resume full-fledged set- 
tlement building in the West Bank 
after a 10 -month period of restric- 
tions. The Palestinians have said 
they cannot negotiate with Israel 
unless the curbs are renewed, and 
one senior Palestinian official on 
Sunday insisted on a total halt to 
construction. 

As the stalemate drags on, the 
Palestinians have said they are con- 
sidering sidestepping Israel by seek- 
ing U.N. Security Council recog- 
nition of a Palestinian state in the 


West Bank, Gaza and east Jerusalem 
— territories the Jewish state cap- 
tured in the 1967 Mideast war. 

At the start of the weekly meet- 


ing of his Cabinet, Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanya- 
hu called on the Palestinians to 
“honor their obligation to engage

Israel said Sunday a meeting of 
Middle Eastern bishops was hijacked 
by enemies of the Jewish state, after 
the gathering at the Vatican largely 
blamed Israelfor conflict in the re- 
gion.

Court Orders Iraq Parliament Back to Work 



Move adds pressure 
to forge government 
months after election 

Baghdad 

Iraq’s highest court on Sunday 
ordered parliament back to work 
after a virtual seven-month recess, 
intensifying pressure to break the 
political stalemate that has held up 
formation of a new government. 

The 325 lawmakers have met 
only once since they were elected on 
March 7 for a session that lasted 20 
minutes and consisted of a reading 
from Islam’s holy book, the Koran; the 
playing of the national anthem; and 
the swearing in new members. 


Under the constitution, parlia- 
ment was required to meet with- 
in 15 days of final court approval 
of election results, which came on 


June 1. Lawmakers met on June 14 
and should have chosen a parliament 
speaker during their first session and 
then the president within 30 days. 


But these appointments had to be 
put off because they are part of the 
negotiations between major political 
blocs over the rest of the new lead- 
ership — including a prime minis- 
ter and top Cabinet officials. 

After the June meeting, law- 
makers agreed to leave the parlia- 
ment session open but unattended 
— a technicality to allow more time 
to choose a new leadership and to 
put off choosing a new speaker or 
president. But the Supreme Court 
deemed that decision “illegal” in 
its ruling on Sunday. 

Parliament’s absence has meant 
inaction on business-friendly 
reforms, such as streamlining 
bureaucracy and clarifying rules 
for foreign investment, (ap)

Haiti Fears New Disaster 


Quake-ravaged 
country rushes to 
keep cholera from 
reaching its capital 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

A cholera outbreak that already has 
left 250 people dead and more than 
3,000 sickened is at the doorstep of 
an enormous potential breeding 
ground: the squalid camps in Port- 
au-Prince where 1.3 million earth- 
quake survivors live. Health author- 
ities and aid workers are scrambling 
to keep the tragedies from merging 
and the deaths from multiplying. 

Five cholera patients have been 
reported in Haiti’s capital, height- 
ening worries that the disease could 
reach the sprawling tent slums 
where abysmal hygiene, poor san- 
itation and widespread poverty 
could rapidly spread it. But gov- 
ernment officials said Sunday that 
all five apparently got cholera out- 
side Port-au-Prince, and they voiced 
hope that the deadly bacterial dis- 
ease could be confined to the rural 
areas where the outbreak originat- 
ed last week. 

“It’s not difficult to prevent the 
spread to Port-au-Prince. We can 
prevent it,” said Health Minis- 
try director Gabriel Timothee. He 
said tightly limiting movement of 
patients and careful disposal of 
bodies can stave off a major med- 
ical disaster. 

Doctors Without Borders issued 
a statement saying that some Port- 
au-Prince residents were suffer- 
ing from watery diarrhea and 
were being treated at facilities in 
the capital city. Cholera infection 
among the patients had not been 
confirmed, however, and aid work- 
ers stressed that diarrhea has not 
been uncommon in Port-au-Prince 
since the earthquake. 

Aid workers are coaching thou- 
sands of impoverished families on

What Is Cholera? 


WHO definition: Cholera is an 
acute intestinal infection caused 



by ingestion of contaminated food 
or water. It has a incubation peri- 
od of less than one day to five 
days and produces an enterotox- 
in that causes a copious, painless, 
watery diarrhoea that can quickly lead to severe dehydration and 
death if treatment is not promptly given. Vomiting is also common. 


What Is the Risk?

how best to avoid cholera. Various 
aid groups are providing soap and 
water purification tablets and edu- 
cating people in Port-au-Prince’s 
camps about the importance of 
washing their hands. 

Aid groups also began training 
more staff about cholera and where 
to direct people with symptoms. 
The disease had not been seen in 
Haiti for decades, and many peo- 
ple don’t know about it. 

Members of one grassroots Hai- 
tian organization traveled around 
Port-au-Prince’s camps boom- 
ing warnings about cholera from 
speakers in the bed of a pickup 
truck. “Many people have become 
sick,” announced Etant Dupain, in 
front of the Champs de Mars camp 
by Haiti’s broken national palace. 
“If you have a family member that 


has diarrhea, bring them to the 
hospital immediately. Have them 
use separate latrines.” 

In a promising development, aid 
group Partners in Health said hos- 
pital management was improving 
in the city at the center of the initial 
outbreak, St. Marc, which is about 
60 miles northwest of Haiti. Just 300 
patients were hospitalized on Sat- 
urday, a number that has decreased 
by the end of each day. 

Some health experts were hope- 
ful that they will be able to control 
the outbreak. “In a way, it couldn’t 
have happened at a better moment 
than now because everyone is on 
the field — lots of [nongovernmen- 
tal organizations], lots of money” 
said Marc Paquette, Haiti direc- 
tor for the Canadian branch of 
Medecins du Monde, (ap)

The last time mortgage interest 
rates were as low as they are now, 
you could buy a gallon of gas for 
19 cents, and you could buy a loaf 
of bread for 16 cents. 

So, what’s turned the home 
loan clock back to 1951? The fed- 
eral government’s attempt to fight 
a stubborn economy that seems 
stuck in first gear. One of the 
benefits of the Federal Reserve’s 
continuing low interest strategy 
is cheap loans. 

Borrowers can finance their 
home purchase for an average of 
4.2 percent on a 30-year fixed-rate 
home loan, says government- con- 
trolled mortgage buyer Freddie 
Mac in its weekly survey of mort- 
gage rates posted Thursday. 

That means a homeowner with 
a $200,000 mortgage with an inter- 
est rate of 6.07 percent could save 
more than $230 a month on princi- 


pal and interest payments by refi- 
nancing at current rates. 

How’s a homeowner to decide 
whether to refinance? 

As you think about refinancing, 
here are five points to consider. 

SHOP AROUND 

Compare the terms offered by dif- 
ferent lenders. One good website to 
check is Bankrate.com. You’ll find 
the latest mortgage rates for your 
area, along with several calculators 
that may help you decide. 


LOCK IN A RATE 

To make sure you get the current 
interest rate, ask about a mort- 
gage rate lock-in and get it in writ- 
ing. This is a guarantee by the bank 
that you’ll get the current low rate 
while your loan is being processed. 
Locking in a rate is a little bit of a 
gamble because rates could go up 
or down during the several weeks 
it takes to process your loan. How- 
ever, with historically low rates, it’s 
unlikely they’d drop much further, 
but they could edge up. 


DON’T CASH OUT 

If it’s not absolutely necessary, resist 
the temptation to cash out some of 
the equity you’ve accumulated. If 
you borrow only the amount in the 
refinancing that you currently owe 
on your home, qualifying for a loan 
will be much simpler. 

DO YOUR HOMEWORK 

Before meeting with a banker, 
make sure you can document your 
income and be sure your house is 
worth more than you need to bor- 
row. It’s a good idea to get a copy 
of your credit reports in advance to 
avoid any surprises. 

FARES AND FEES 

One strategy to consider is compar- 
ing the payments of a 30-year mort- 
gage with those of a 15-year mortgage. 
Taking the shorter-term loan will cost 
more per month but will build equity 
faster and cost you thousands of dol- 
lars less in interest. An alternative is 
to go ahead and refinance at 30 years 
but continue to pay the same mort- 
gage payment you do now or at least 
pay more per month than the new 
lower payment requires, (ap)

Survey: O'Malley Leads Ehrlich 


Poll shows incumbent 
has flipped numbers 
in gubernatorial race 


Annapolis, Md. 

Heading into the final week of 
his re-election bid, Maryland Gov. 
Martin O’Malley holds a com- 
manding lead over former gov- 
ernor Robert L. Ehrlich Jr., whose 
comeback campaign has failed to 
capitalize on continuing anxiety 
over the economy and anger at 
Washington, a new Washington 
Post poll has found. 

The poll shows O’Malley, a 
Democrat, ahead of Ehrlich, a

Republican, 54 percent to 40 per- 
cent among likely voters, despite 
majorities who rate Maryland’s 
economy as either not so good or 
poor and who say they are dissat- 
isfied or angry with the way the 
federal government works. 

When Ehrlich entered the race 
in April, that discontent, which 
has bolstered Republicans else- 
where, appeared to be working 
for him. 

But while other GOP candi- 
dates have gained traction with an 
anti-tax, anti-incumbent message, 
the poll suggests that Ehrlich’s 
case for returning him to power 
has fallen flat in heavily Demo- 
cratic Maryland. 


In a Post poll in May, more vot- 
ers said they would trust Ehrlich 
than O’Malley to handle the state 
economy, the state budget deficit 
and taxes, among the top issues 
in the race. 

Now — after countless cam- 
paign appearances, scores of tele- 
vision ads and three debates — 
those numbers have flipped. The 
new poll found that likely voters 
trust O’Malley more on the econ- 
omy, by a margin of 51 percent to 
40 percent, and more on the bud- 
get and on taxes by slightly small- 
er margins. 

Overall, O’Malley’s lead 
has edged to 14 points from 11 
points in last month’s poll — and 
now even four in 10 of Ehrlich’s 
supporters say they expect 
O’Malley to win a second term.

Hall, Redskins Pick off the Bears 


Cornerback grabs 
4 interceptions to tie

DeAngelo Hall looked like he was 
playing catch with Jay Cutler. When 
the Bears quarterback threw the 
ball, he was there to intercept it — 
four times. It was a performance 
that left him a little overwhelmed, 
and in the NFL’s record book. 

Hall tied the league mark with 
his four interceptions, running one 
back 92 yards for a touchdown, and 
the Washington Redskins sacked 
Cutler four times while forcing six 
turnovers in a 17-14 victory over 
Chicago on Sunday. 

Hall shares the record with 18 
others and is the first to pick off 
four passes since Deltha O’Neal 
did it with Denver in 2001. The four 
interceptions give him five on the 
season, one shy of his career high 
and easily eclipsed his previous 
best of two in a game. 

“It’s kind of mind-blowing,” he 
said. “I had my mom, my aunt and 
my two cousins in the stands. The 
first ball went to my mom, the sec- 
ond ball went to my aunt and the 
next thing you knew, everybody 
had a ball.” 

His one-handed interception 
and TD return late in the third 
quarter were made for the highlight 
reel and put the Redskins ahead for 
good, sending Chicago (4-3) to its 
third loss in four games. 

Washington (4-3), meanwhile, 
equaled its win total from last sea-

‘Love’ for the Job 


As accolades keep 
pouring in, musician 
Arturo Sandoval 
reflects on his career 


Personalities 

Reflecting on the 50th year of a 
legendary career, Arturo Sandoval 
declares, “Music saved my life.” 

He then pauses and adds, 
“When I die, I want to be remem- 
bered as a guy who loved music 
— all kinds of good music. I have 
never liked to be categorized, to be 


put in a little box. When people call 
me a Latin salsa trumpet player, I 
hate that. In my heart, I’m a jazz 
musician, and I also play classical. 
Plus, I’m a pianist.” 

In his recording lifetime, San- 
doval has played across a wide 
swath of styles, including fiery 
Afro-Cubanjazz and speedy bebop, 
and studied classical concertos and 
smooth jazz. Sandoval also has a soft 
spot in his heart for beautiful music 
and for heartfelt balladry. That’s on 
full display with his latest album, 
“A Time for Love,” released in May 
by Concord Jazz, an orchestral col- 


lection of lush tunes delivered with 
grace and long tones. 

Music writer David Ritz (who’s 
working with Sandoval on his auto- 
biography) quotes Sandoval in the 
album’s liner notes as saying that 
this project came from an epiph- 
any that his trumpeting needed to 
“go deeper, not higher” and “turn 
inward, not outward.” 

He told Ritz that the music 
he wanted to make was the type 
“where my trumpet would speak 
the language of love.” 

Sandoval adds, “This was a 
dream come true for me, to play 


with an orchestra romantic melo- 
dies that express my love.” 

“A Time for Love” is nominat- 
ed for awards in three categories, 
including best instrumental album, 
at the Latin Grammy Awards Nov. 
11 in Las Vegas. 

In September, Sandoval was 
honored by the Congressional 
Hispanic Caucus Institute with

“When we’ve worked so hard for 
so long, it’s very rewarding when 
people recognize your efforts,” San- 
doval said shortly before the cere- 
mony in Washington. 

Born in the small Cuban town 
of Artemisa, then based in Miami 
after he was granted political asy- 
lum in 1990, and recently settled in 
Los Angeles, the 60-year-old trum- 
peter recalls that music came to 
him naturally as a young child. “I 
grew up a poor kid,” he says. 

“I was completely hopeless, 
and I couldn’t see any horizon for 
myself. There was a dirt floor in 
my house, and I had to quit school 
in the fifth grade to work to help 
my family. ... But music came to 
me, like a piece of wood floating 
out in the middle of the ocean.”

Now Americans have the chance

Here’s his take on the series

Voice of a Lost Country 



Rapper K'naan keeps 
his bond with Somalia 
through his material 

Personalities 

It has been a breakthrough year 
for rapper K’naan. A remixed ver- 
sion of his song “Wavin’ Flag” with 
william and David Guetta became 
an international hit; he performed 
during festivities for the World Cup; 
and his profile in the rap world and 
beyond is steadily rising. 

Yet the Somalian-born lyricist, 
who escaped the war-torn country 
for Canada, says he suffers from sur- 
vival guilt, and he finds it hard to rec- 
oncile the life he is living now com- 
pared with the lives of friends and 
family still suffering in Somalia. 

K’naan, who’s on tour pro- 
moting “Troubadour,” talked in 
a recent interview about his bond 
with Somalia and how it’s shaped 
his career. 

Is it ever overwhelming being the 
voice of Somalia? 

Only when I pause to think about it. 
But subconsciously, it’s just some- 
thing that must be done. 


Did you ever think about just 
rapping and perhaps downplaying 
your Somalian connection? 

I didn’t set out to represent any- 
thing — I set out to fix my own 
problems. By writing those things, 
it became that I’m writing about 
Somalia, because there’s no way to 
represent my life in an honest way 
without the conflicts in Somalia. 

What are your hopes for Somalia? 

Somalia’s scenario is that it’s not 
good left alone, and it’s even worse 
intervened. That’s the dilemma, 
because we do not accept foreign 


intervention. It doesn’t seem like 
we can fix our own problems either. 
That’s the tragedy of Somalia. 

How do you instill Somalian values 
in your two young boys, since you 
aren’t there? 

It’s kind of hard to do that. They 
learn important values from me 
and their mom (who is Soma- 
lian), which I think is culture. But 
I think to get the complete pack- 
age, to get the complete feeling, 
they’d have to live in Somalia, 
and at some point I hope they can.
